VATICAN CITY. — Pope John 
Paul II was shot and wounded 
three times by a man identified as 
a Turkish national as the pontiff 
was about to start his weekly 
general audience in St, Peter’s 
Square yesterday afternoon. 

Vatican Radio said the bullets 
had been removed in an operation 
at the Poiiclinico Gemetl, Rome's 
most modern hospital, and they had 
“struck no vital organs.” The pope 
was “not in serious condition,” 
Vatican radio said. Il described him 
as “serene and calm” prior to the 
operation. The pope underwent sur- 
gery on the abdomen for multiple 
wounds. He also sustained wounds 
on the right arm and a wound on the 
left hand. “There were blood tran- 
sfusions but there were no par- 
ticular problems.” a medical bul- 
letin said. The operation lasted over 
four hours. 

When surgery ended at 2020 
GMT. a hospital spokesman said: 
“The operation was carried out suc- 
cessfully. There were no particular 
problems, no heart or breathing 
problems. The pope lost less than 
one half of a litre of blood. His 
blood pressure did not go down at 
any time. The main risk now is in- 
fection, but the risk is limited 
because he is a healthy man,” the 
spokesman said. 

Italian police said the man ar- 
rested after the shooting identified 
himself as Mehmet Ali Agca, a 24-

year-old Turkish right-wing ter- 
rorist. They said he kept on 
repeating “i couldn't care less 
about life." 

Turkish police said Agca had 
threatened to kill the pontiff dur- 
ing his visit to Turkey in November, 
1979. Agca made the threat a few 
days after escaping from an Istanbul 
prison, where he was being held for 
trial in the murder of a prominent 
Turkish Journalist, Abdi Ipekci. 
editor of the Turkish left-of-centre 
newspaper Milliyet. 

Agca belonged to the extreme 
right-wing youth group called 
Utkuculer, associated with the 
ultra-nationalist National Move- 
ment Party headed by Aipaslan 
Turkes, police in Ankara said. The 
parly itself is not known for extreme 
religious views but its right-wing 
tendencies spread to anything not 
regarded by its followers as purely 
Turkish.

World leaders pray for pope 


WASHINGTON. — World leaders 
wished Pope John Paul II a speedy 
recovery from the attempt on his 
. life yesterday, and President Ronald 
Reagan, who was shot and wounded 
by a gunman six weeks ago, prayed 
for the pontiff. 

Reagan was informed by counsel- 
lor Edwin Mecse of the shooting at 
the Vatican. The president expres- 
sed shock and his words were, “I’ll 
pray for him,” acting press 
secretary Lany Speakes said. 

In Jerusalem, Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin told reporters, “It 
is unbelievable that such attacks 
against world leaders continue to 
occur, and I shall cable the Vatican 
expressing Israel's hope for his 
quick and full recovery.” 

Bethlehem Mayor Bias Freij said 
last night that he had sent a cable to 
the pope expressing the sorrow of 
the people of Bethlehem and 
wishing him a speedy recovery. 

In Warsaw, men and women wept 
unashamedly and Poles — be they 
Communists or Solidarity Union 
members — were united in shock, 
anger, and wishes for recovery for 
the pope, who has become a 
national hero in his native land. 

“The news about the criminal at- 
tempt on the life of your holiness 
comes as a great shock to the Polish 
nation and the authorities of the 
Polish Peoples Republic,” said a 
message sent by Communist Parly 


leader Sianislaw Kania, Prime 
M blister Wojciech Jaruzelski and 
President Henryk Jablonski. 

In Ankara, the Turkish head of 
stale. Gen. Kenan Evrcn, in a mes- 
sage to the pope said, “I have 
learned with utmost sorrow the 
abominable attempt on your life. 
While I condemn this inhuman act 
personally and on behalf of the 
Turkish nation, which has given a 
large number of victims to ter- 
rorism. I can convey my very 
sincere wishes for you to get well 
soon.” 

Spanish bishops meeting in 
Madrid received the news with con- 
fusion and alarm, a spokesman said. 
The Spanish church was planning 
an ambitious programme for a visit 
to Spain by the pope next October 
— the first ever by a pontiff. 

Outgoing French President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing was 
quoted by aides as saying on hearing 
the news, “Really, whenever there 
is a great man in ihe West, someone 
feels himself obliged to shoot at 
him. 1 1 is scandalous." A spokesman 
for Francois Mitterrand said, “For 
us the pope is a symbol of peace.” 

England’s Queen Elizabeth said 
in a message to the Vatican she 
“was horrified and shocked to hear 
of the attack on the life of his 
holiness. Prince Philip and I send 
our prayers for his recovery. ’ (AP,

Sadat aide quits after furore over book 


CAIRO (Reuter). — Egyptian 
Deputy Prime Minister Osman 
Ahmed Osman resigned yesterday, 
hours after parliament heard a com- 
mittee report on allegations con-' 
lained in his best-selling 
autobiography. 

The official Middle East News 
Agency (MENA) said Osman, a 
close confidant of President Anwar 
Sadat, sent his resignation to the 
presidency yesterday afternoon. 

The committee of inquiry told the 
People's Assembly it could find no 
evidence to- back Osman's allega- 
tions of financial malpractices by 
senior officials in the past. 

Osman, a wealthy building con- 


tractor related to Sadat by mar- 
riage, was appointed deputy prime 
minister for popular development in 
January. 

MENA said that vice-president 
Hosni Mubarak later met Osman 
and asked him to stay on in his posts 
in the ruling National Democratic 
Parly. 

My Experience, 
created a political storm when il ap- 
peared in March. He accused as- 
sociates of the late President Gama I

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U.S. steps up pressure 


on Israel to be patient

WASHINGTON. — Prime Minister 
Mcnahem Begin was yesterday 
reported to be under increasing 
U.S. pressure to give American and 
Soviet diplomats more time to try to 
resolve the Syrian missile crisis in 
Lebanon peacefully. 

An indirect U.S. warning to 
Begin came through -Veu* York 
Times columnist James Reston, who 
apparently had been briefed by 
authoritative administration of- 
ficials. He wrote that Begin's 
response to President Ronald 
Reagan's personal appeals for 
Israeli “patience is likely to have 
considerable influence on Reagan's 
future policy toward Israel.” 

Reston suggested that Reagan 
has been upset by some of Begin's 
recent actions. 

“There is reason for saying that 
President Reagan is not amused by 
Mr. Begin's first reaction to the new 
Washington administration's 
policies in the Middle East,” the 
columnist said. “He (Reagan) is ir- 
ritated by the mounting Israeli cam- 
paign against his decision to sell the 
A WACS aircraft to Saudi Arabia, 
and appalled by Mr. Begin's per- 
sonal attacks on Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt of West Germany.” 

So far, administration officials 
have been reluctant to criticize Israel 
directly or publicly. Bnt indications of 
administration displeasure with the 
Begin government's stance are now 
appealing with increasing frequency 
in the US. news media. Veteran 
diplomatic observers suspected 


yesterday that senior administration 
officials were “inspiring" these 
stories. 

The Washington Post's diplomatic 
correspondent Don Oberdorfer 
yesterday said that the Reagan ad- 
ministration “is seriously concerned 
about reports that Israel may send 
ground forces into southern 
Lebanon against the Palestinians at 
the same lime the Israel Air Force 
goes into action against Syrian anti- 
aircraft missiles in northern 
Lebanon.” 

Israel's use of U .S .-supplied 
weapons during any fighting in 
Lebanon is also being raised as a 
source of potential trouble between 
Washington and Jerusalem. 

“Since the United States 
delivered aircraft and other 
weapons to Israel on the clear un- 
derstanding that they be used solely 
for ‘defensive' purposes, should 
Israel be free to make preventive 
strikes against the missiles on the as- 
sumption that they are defensive, 
without the approval of the United 
States?” asked Reston. 

U.S. officials, meanwhile, con- 
firmed that special Middle East en- 
voy Philip Habib may include a 
stopover in Saudi Arabia in the 
coming days as part of his intensive 
efforts to resolve the crisis 
diplomatically. 

The Saudis are viewed by top 
U.S. officials as potentially crucial 
to any peaceful resolution of the 
conflict. They were said to have 
been instrumental last week in con- 
vincing Syrian President Hafez As- 
sad to accept Habib's mission. 


Car chase ends down a deep hole

Germans switch to pro-Arab side, poll shows 


BONN (UPI). — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin’s bitter attacks on 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt last week apparently have 
influenced public opinion in favour 
of selling arras to Saudi Arabia, and 
most Germans back Schmidt in ad- 
vocating Palestinian rights, a public 
opinion survey showed yesterday. 

The survey, published in the West 
German magazine Stem, showed 
that 52 per cent of .those questioned 
supported selling tanks to the 
Saudis. In February, only 29 per 
cent favoured the sale. 

Stem said the representative sur- 
vey of 556 persons over 16 was con- 
ducted at the end of last week, after 
Begin had accused Schmidt of sell- 
ing weapons for cheap oil and at- 
tacked the chancellor for talking of 
the “moral rights” of the Palesti- 
nians. 

Begin laced the attacks with in- 


sinuations that Schmidt helped 
murder Jews when he was a 
German officer in World War II. 

Those surveyed split evenly over 
whether the attacks would increase 
German prejudice against Jews, 41 
per cent agreeing, 40 per cent dis- 
agreeing. But they clearly sup- 
ported Schmidt's policy. 

The clearest indicator of a switch 
in West German opinion .on the 
Middle East came in a question 
which asked which side those sur- 
veyed supported more — Israeli or 
Arab. Most — 43 per cent — said 
they supported neither one nor the 
other. But 24 per cent said they 
favoured the Arabs, against 21 per 
cent for the Israelis. 


In May 1978, a survey showed 44 
per cent supported the Israelis, only 
7 per cent the Arabs and 33 per cent 
neither one nor the other.

U was the first time a pope had 
been the object of an assassination 
attempt since a lone man disguised 
as a priest tried to stab former Pope 
Paul VI as he arrived at Manila air- 
port on a trip to the Far East in 
1970.

Jerusalem Arabs find building on West Bank a better bet

.International financing is not nor- 
mally the province of village 
mukhtars. But the grocer, 
shopkeeper and municipal 
employee who serve as headmen of 
A-Tor on the Mount of Olives have 
been doing rather better at it than 
many accredited ministers of 
finance. 

Well-placed appeals in Jerusalem 
and Amman have won them the 
means to develop a new infrastruc- 
ture and build a satellite 
neighbourhood just outside the city 
limits. 

Israeli planning restrictions 
caused the enterprising villagers to 
leapfrog the city line less than two 
years ago to build the new. 
neighbourhood on a rocky hill 
where the “West Bank” and Jorda- 
nian law begin. 



During a tour of the village 
yesterday, mukhtar Amin Rashid 
Abul Hawa pointed to a handsome 
villa on the Jerusalem edge of tbe 
wadi that forms the boundary 
between the city and the West 
Bank. “The. owner had to pay a 
IS 100,000 fine in Jerusalem court 
because he built without a permit. 
To build those bouses. on the hill 
across the wadi, the owners just go 
to the * military government in 
Ramallah and pay 50 dinars (the 
equivalent of IS1400) for a permit.- 
And there are no restrictions on 
what they build.” 

The hill across the wadi, known 
as Zayaim, is covered with 45 
houses, all built in the last year and

a half. It was opened to settlement 
by a four-kilometre road built by 
the villagers with money from the 
Jordanian authorities dealing with 
West Bank affairs. There is as yet 
no electricity and little water, but by 
next year the mukhtars expect 100- 
houses there. The new 
neighbourhood serves as the 
equivalent of a young couples* 
housing project in the Jewish sector. 

With- much of the land atop the 
Mount of Olives owned by churches 
or the Moslem wakf, tbe village 
began expanding down the steep 
eastern slope after the Six Day War. 
The prosperity brought by the Israel 
economy provided the means to 


build some 300 homes there. But 
the stipulations of Israeli law 
prevented the villagers from 
building them legally. In the 
absence of an approved outline plan 
for the village^ building was filegaL 

The municipality at first turned a 
blind eye to the construction but, as 
its scope increased, municipal in- 
spectors cracked down. Court rul- 
ings became increasingly stiff, 
prompting the - village finally to 
make the leap into the West Bank.

HU expels 3 Arab students for inciting against the State

In its severest disciplinary 
sentence in years, the Hebrew 
University yesterday expelled three 
Arab students for two years for 
producing and distributing a leaflet 
that incited against the state. 

The Lhree, Lufti Abu el-Hija,- 
from Tamra who is doing an M.Sc. 
in molecular biology; Ghanem 
Mesalha, from Dabburiya, a first- 
year Arabic and Hebrew literature 
student, and Mohammed Zr&yer, 
from Majd el-Knira, were earlier 
this week found guilty of the 
charges by the university official in 
charge of discipline. Dr. Pinhas 
Schifman. 

Explaining the sentence, effective 
from yesterday and running until 


the end of the 1981/82 academic 
year (meaning the loss of two years 
of credit), • Schifman said the stu- 
dents had incited Arab high school 
pupils against the state and the un- 
iversity, and had broken a specific 
promise to the dean of students. 

The three were found guilty of 
distributing a leaflet on campus on 
April 7 to Arab high school pupils 
who had come to see the campus 
and take entrance exams. The dean 
of students had allowed the univer- 
sity's Arab Students Committee to 
show the pupils aroqnd on condi- 
tion that the occasion was not used 
to spread propaganda. 

Two of the three sentenced stu- 
dents are members of the Arab Stu- 
dents Committee, which is control- 
led by the Progressive National 


Movement, the university offshoot 
nof the radical Ibna el-Balad (sons 
of the village) movement, which 
supports the Popular Front for the* 
Liberation of Palestine. 

The university last month also 
complained to the police about the 
leaflet, and various members of tire 
Arab Students Committee have 
been held for questioning over the 
past four weeks. A number of com- 
mittee members are still in custody. 
They are chargeable under the Ter- 
rorism Law. 


The leaflet, entitled “For the sake 
of a glorious future, for bur Palesti- 
nian Arab nation”, explains the 
need to “liberate" tbe ^entire ter- 
ritory of (the Palestinians') national 
land” by all available means — : 


“political. ..military... and scie 
tffic,” from the grip of "Zion®: 
fascism-. imperialism.” 

The leaflet enjoined the vishL 
high school pupils to enroll at t* 
university in order to acquire ti 
knowledge and scientific toe 
necessary to conduct the Pales 
nian struggle effectively. The leafl 
charges the university with bdi 
"racist*’ and discriminatory again 
its Arab students. 

Last month, the university's a 
dents union chairman Yisrael Ka 
was charged with physical and ve 
bal violence against senior unive 
sity officers, but was allowed 
apologize for his actfons and was 1 
off with a suspended sentence aft 
weeks of negtftiaxions between u 
iversily officials and Katz. 


Soviet plane raided in U.S., cargo seized 


WASHINGTON. — UB. Customs 
agents are trying to determine 
whether three pieces of equipment 
seized from a Moscow-bound 
Soviet airliner detained at Dulles 
Airport for about four hours was 
properly licensed for export, the 
State Department said yesterday. 

The official Soviet news agency 
blasted the Tuesday night incident 
as an example of “international ter- 
rorism.” 

Also Tuesday night, customs of- 
ficials in Houston, Texas, arrested 
two Britons and four Austrians al- 
legedly attempting to smuggle out a 
large consignment of arms destined 
for South Africa aboard a chartered

Austrian aircraft. 

State Department spokesman Joe 
Reap said the Aeroflot plane was 
boarded by Customs and FBI 
agents because officials had “reason 
to believe that cargo aboard the air- 
craft might not have been ap- 
propriately licensed.” 

“They did find some equipment 
that they decided to detain over- 
night to see that h was properly 
licensed,” he added. 

Meanwhile, customs 
spokeswoman Chris Ligoske said, 
“The investigation is continuing.” 
But she said she did not expect any 
announcement of its findings until 
later in the day. -

Woman gets life term for murder 


TEL AVIV (him). — A 36-year-old 
woman was sentenced to life 
imprisonment by the district court 
here yesterday for the murder of her 
ex-lover's mother, but the judges 
recommended that a pardon be 
considered at some later date. 

Israeli law dictates a mandatory 
life sentence for murder, noted 
Judges Hanna Evnor, Israel Giiadi 
and Nehemia Behr, in passing 
sentence on Ziva Eisenberg, of Hod 
Hasharon. They noted that her 
behaviour ai the time of the killing 
was . “strange,” but rejected her 
lawyer's contention that she should 
be acquitted on grounds of insanity. 

The murder took place last Oc- 
tober 4, shortly after Eisenberg’s 
lover had allegedly left her for 
another woman. She went to his 
mother's house to administer a 
pedicure, as she did regularly, but in 
the middle of the treatment sudden- 
ly began to stab her in the back with 
the pedicure tool. 

When the victim. Miriam 
Michael, began to scream, 
Eisenberg forced her to Ue on a 
sofa, smothered her face with a pil- 


low and strangled her. The judges 
ruled that the killing was 
premeditated, necessary for a 
murder conviction. 

Before leaving, Eisenberg filled 
two suitcases with various items of 
value from the apartment, to make 
it appear as if robbers had commit- 
ted the crime. She later gave away 
some of the items and hid others. 

Dressed in black, Eisenberg sat 
impassively as the verdit .was 
pronounced, glancing occasionally 
at her daughter who was present in 
the courtroom.' - 


Shfaram man gets life 
for killing grandfather

resident was sentenced to life 
imprisonment yesterday for the 


murder of his grandfather.

Phone bill passes on first reading 


The government's bill es- 
tablishing an independent govern- 
ment telephone and telecom- 
munications corporation passed its 
first reading in the Knesset yester- 
day. 

Finance and Communications 
Minister Yoram Aridor said in 
presenting the bill that only by 
creating such a "public- 
governmental" company could the 
ever-growing gap between requests 
for the installation of new 
telephones and their supply be 
closed. In 1980 the gap was 197,000 
telephones. 

The state would continue to enjoy 
exclusive rights in the area of 
telecommunications, Aridor said. 
The bill authorizes the minister of 
communications 'to grant the new 
corporation a permit to operate all 
aspects of telecommunications, in- 
cluding international connections. 
All shares in the corporation would 
be owned by the government. 

Aridor noted that Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zarair had submit- 
ted a number of objections to the 
bill. These, he said, raised “difficult 
and serious problems” which would 
have to be solved in the committee 
stage. 

In particular, Aridor said, Zamir 
felt that (he monopoly to be given to 
the corporation was so broad that it 
might stifle the development of 
telecommunications in Israel. 

Aridor said that he found some of 
Zamir's objections valid. It had not 
been his intention that the new cor- 
poration should have a broader 
monopoly than that actually en- 
joyed today by the Communications 
Ministry. If that was not clear from 
the wording of the bill, the wording 
should be changed, he said. 


. He said that the only reason the 
bill had been presented the way it 
was. despite Zamir's objections, was 
not to delay its presentation to the 
Knesset. 

The disputed clause, which was 
inserted under the pressure of sanc- 
tions by the ministry technicians 
and the lhreal of an all-out strike, 
grants the corporation a- total 
monopoly over the telephone 
network and services. The corpora- 
tion also has the exclusive right lo 
supply all terminal equipment, 
primarily telephones and ac- 
cessories which the ministry- 
currently deals with. The only com- 
petition permitted is for new equip- 
ment. 

The ministry’s legal adviser. 
Haim Kedar. said last night that 
although legally there could be a 
wide range of competition under 
the present set-up. in practice the 
government has never permitted it. 

Thus, he sajd, the clause would do 
little to increase the scope of the 
present telecommunications 
monopoly. 

‘Whistle-blowers’ 

Workers who report instances of 
corruption at their place of employ- 
ment will be protected against dis- 
missal or other forms of reprisal un- 
der a private member’s bill in- 
troduced by Amnon Rubinstein 
(Shinui), which passed its first 
reading yesterday. All four Knesset 
members present voted for the bill. 

The ombudsman (officially, the 
public's complaints commissioner) 
is made the protector of the 
“whistle-blower" — the person who 
exposes the corruption: 

The bill gives the ombudsman the 
right to issue any order h£ sees fil to 
protect the worker's rights, in- 


cluding an order forbidding his dis- 
missal. If the worker has already 
been dismissed the ombudsman can 
cun cel the dismissal or grant him 
special compensation, either in 
money or in "rights.” 

The ombudsman can also order a 
worker transferred to another task. 
A1J of his orders are binding on the 
worker’s superior. 

Rubinstein claimed that in some 
instances the workers who exposed 
corruption were punished, rather 
than those who were exposed. 
Dismissing ministers 

A bill by Rubinstein and Moshe 
Shahal (Alignment) enabling the 
prime minister to dismiss a minister 
at his pleasure also passed on first 
reading. 

Under the existing law, a minister 
cannot be dismissed or forced to 
resign, and the only way the premier 
can get rid of a minister is to sub- 
muit his own resignation, which is 
tantamount to the resignation of the 
entire cabinet. The prime minister, 
if so charged by the president, can 
then try to form a new government, 
but this is not always an easy task. 

Shahal and Rubinstein main- 
tained that the present situapon has 
prevented Israel governments from 
functioning smoothly. This forces 
the prime minister”*to preside over 
a strange alliance of feudal lords,” 
Rubinstein said. Shahal added that 
the A gran at Commission recom- 
mended such a change in the law. 

When the vote was taken there 
were six members in the chamber. 
Three Alignment deputies and two 
Shinui men present voted for the 
bill, while Avraham Levenbraun 
(Democratic From) did not vote. 


Decline in unemployment 
lower than Katz reported 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
-.There has been virtually no 
change in the unemployment rate in 
-the first quarter of 1981. according 
to data released yesterday by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics. 

On Tuesday, Labour Minister 
Israel Katz bad called a press con- 
ference to announce that, with the 
help of his office, unemployment 
had dropped to 4.9 per cent. The 
report published yesterday shows 
that Katz used figures which had 
not been adjusted for seasonal fluc- 
tuations. 

The seasonally- adjusted data . 
sh^ixhatJtaempIOf&eitt ra.-* 
January-March was 5.3 per cent of 
the labour force, compared with 5.6 
per cent in October-December 
1980. 

One of the possible reasons for 
the slight decline in unemployment 


is that retail sales through the 
organized distributors rose by 9 per 
cent, in real terms, in the first quar- 
ter of the year, according to the 
report. 

This increase — which contrasts 
with a 2 per cent decrease in 1980 
compared with 1979 — indicates a 
sharp rise in private consumption. 
The CBS particularly points out 
that sales of consumer durables 
have risen by 55^per cent. The in- 
crease coincides with the reduction 
of purchase taxes by the Treasury. 

Sales of household goods rose 
more moderately .by 15 percent,: 
±and those.of texJiS*’ and-apparelby. 
1 1 per cent. Sales £f .food rose^only 
by 0.5 per cent. ' 

In comparison to the first quarter 
of 1980, organized retail sales were 
4 per cent higher for all product 
groups taken together.

(The pension was 
previously reported as 40 per cent, 
which is what Jacobson told the 
press several months ago.) 

- The 34 percent was accumulated 
as follows: 2 per cent for service in 
the Palmah; 22 per cent for 1 f years 
m government service earlier in 
Jacobson's career; rights bought 
back at their nominal value; 4 per 
cent Tor 15 months as com- 
missioner; 4 per cent for 180 days’ 
leave without pay, rounded off.lo a 
year; and 2 per cent for being over 
50 years of age. 

Civil Service Commissioner : 
EHezer Hochsler told the commit- 
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lee that to get 4 per cent pension 
credit for his leave without pay, 
Jacobson took advantage of two 
sets of regulations, one applying to 
MKs and the other to government 
workers. 

Had Jacobson worked eight coh- 
secuiive years as commissioner, or 
at another post at director-general 
rank, he would have qualified for a 
40 per cent pension — a right en- 
joyed by MKs. 

What attracted particular atten- 
tion in Jacobson’s pension package 
was that he was allowed to buy back 
pension rights cashed in earlier al 
their nominal vaiue. Moreover, he 
was permitted lo pay back the sum 
of IS 1 0,875 in 36 payments at 18 per 
cent annual interest, which means 
that the real value will drop by 
another 50-60 per cent by the lime 
the payments are finished. 

Jacobson, who appeared before 
the committee al his own request, 
said that according to his calcula- 
tions he came out on the losing side 
or the deal. 

PerKtcin said that since (be 
Jacobson affair emerged, all pen- 
sion laws had been reviewed and 
proposals for change had been 
forwarded to the finance minister. 

Committee chairman Shlomo 
Lorinc/ (Agudul Israel) and mem- 
bers Avraham Sharir (l.ikud- 
Libcmfs; and Nafiali |*c tier 
(Aligninent-Mapam) also said that 
changes should he made in the pen- 
sion laws.

The attack on the mosque in 
Mecca was a severe jolt to the royal 
house. Newman admitted. But they 
had managed to contain and over- 
come it. 

Still, when pressed by the- 
senators. the ambassador-designate 
conceded that he would not un- 
derwrite “an insurance policy” for 
the Saudi rulers. 

As un illustration of Saudi 
stability, Newman said that Lhe ma- 
jority of the foreign workers living 
there were recruited from non- 
Mosiem countries like Korea and 
Thailand. (Israeli experts query that 
statistic.) 

On the AWACS deal itself, 
Newman said the Saudis needed the 
plunes because of the vast size of 
their country and the vulnerability 
of their oil installations. During the 
sixties, he said, the Egyptians under 
President Gama! Abdul Nasser 
((hen at war with the Saudis in 
Yemen) had bombed Saudi oil wells 
with ease. 

Newman supported the -need to 
maintain Israel's military and es- 
pecially aerial superiority. He said it 
was now “so overpowering that Lhe 
Saudis have nothing to challenge 
il.” The “killing ratio" in Yom Kip- 
pur War dog-fights, for instance, 
had been “ + he said. (Israeli 
experts said this figure was exag- 
gerated.) 

If the AWACS approached 
Israeli soil, the Israel Air Force 
could easily shoot them down. 
Newman said al one point in his 
defence of (he deal. But (hen. seem- 
ing to contradict that argument, he 
Slid the Saudi* needed (he F-I5s to. 
defend the AWACS. which 
otherwise would be “a one-mission 
plane.” 


Lands administration 
raises fees for lessees

Apartment sellers and property 
owners making additions or dividing 
up plots of state land will pay higher 
fees to the Israel Lands Administra- 
tion beginning tomorrow. In addi- 
tion. the administration is adopting 
a computerized system operated by 
the chief government valuer which 
automatically updates fee tables, 
fixing the charges in line with the 
rising value of the land. 

The two fees involved are for per- 
mits enabling changes in the nature 
of the property,, and a value-added 
charge imposed on apartment sel- 
lers designed to give the administra- 
tion a share of increased value of 
land leased from it. 


Blind UK vets 
call on Navon

You are 
heroes of the spirit.” 

Arkia buys used jet 
from Air Alaska 

TEL AVIV. — Arkia has bought a 
used Boeing 737-200 from Air 
Alaska and plans to begin charter 
flights from Europe next winter, 
Arkia general manager Arik 
Achmon said here yesterday. 

The aircraft, which will be used 
until Boeing delivers two new 
Boeing 737-200s ordered several 
weeks ago, was bought from Wein 
Air Alaska for SI2 million. 

ft will first be leased to Air Berlin 
on Friday to operate a charter ser- 
vice from Germany to European 
resort centres. In six months the 
plane will be brought here, and 
Achmon said his representative in 
Europe has already two deals to fly 
tourists from Frankfurt to Eilat and 
to either Ben-Gurion or Jerusalem's 
Ataroi airport.

180.000 suit in US District 
Court in California by Los Angeles 
lawyer Douglas Neisial.

El Al will fly European 
tourists to Eilat

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — El 
Al has decided to operate a 
scheduled service to Eilat, but only 
persons buying tickets in Europe 
will be allowed to use it. The new 
service will begin next winter, on 
Boeing 737s. 

Tourists buying their tickets in 
Germany. Austria. Switzerland and 
France will be flown to Ben-Gurion 
Airport, and will not be allowed to 
leave it until the flight to Eilat. After 
visiting the southern town, they will 
be flown back here and be free to 
lour the rest of the country before 
returning to Europe. 

The flight to Eilat and back will 
cost S65, and El Al hopes to attract 
passengers who now use charter 
flights to get there. 

The airline insists it will not sell 
tickets inside Israel; passengers 
wishing to buy tickets here will be 
'sent to Arkia. 

But Arkia’s general m anag er, 
Arik Achmon. said he believes tfie 
move was designed to fight his com- 
pany. which expects to start its own 
charier operation from Europe next 
winter. If El Al flies passengers to 
Eilat, Arkia will ask the government 
to drop its ban on charter flights to 
cities served by El Al, he said.

NATO countries agree to 
increase defence spending 


BRUSSELS (UPI). — U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger said 
yesterday that he was satisfied by a 
NATO allies' pledge to aim for a 3 
per cent annual increase in defence 
spending and to support possible 
American action to protect vital al- 
liance interests outside its area. 

“It was .a very satisfactory 
meeting in every way from our point 
of view," Weinberger said after a 
two-day meeting of NATO defence 
ministers. 

“We reiterated the basic 3 per 
cent pledge and we also got a very 
substantial language that indicated 
the importance of additional con- 


tributions of resources that may 
well be required and efforts that will 
be expended to try to produce 
those." he said. 

He said there was general agree- 
ment about the importance of ac- 
tivities involving possible deploy- 
ment of forces outside NATO 1 * area 
where the vital interests of the al- 
liance may be affected. 

He said he had no doubt that in 
case of a hypothetic invasion of 
Middle East oilfields, alliance 
countries would “certainly want to 
provide the facilities necessary to 
assist in repressing such an at- 
tempted invasion." 


Police thwart 
IRA plans 
to mourn 


hunger striker 


Coup attempt 
fizzles out 


in Bolivia 


BELFAST (UPI). — An Irish 
Republican Army spokesman said 
yesterday police had “arrested" the 
body of hunger striker Francis 
Hughes and would take it out of 
Belfast without any memorial 
procession. 

“Police have arrested the body- 
under the Flags and Emblems Act," 
said a spokesman for Sinn Fein, the 
political wing of the IRA. “They 
told us they would escort it directly 
to Ballaghy," he said. 


Ballaghy, in South Londonderry, 
is Hughes' home village, where he 
was to be buried with full IRA 
“military" honours. The police 
move thwarted plans for a hero’s 
farewell planned by the IRA in the 
Roman Catholic sectors of West 
Belfast. 


Hughes. 25, died on Tuesday in 
the Maze prison, 16 kilometres 
south of Belfast, in the 59th day of 
hi s fast to the death. His end came 
exactly a week after that of his 
friend and fellow hunger striker, 
Bobby Sands, 27. 


Thousands of Catholics waited 
from early morning in the 
Andersonstown-Falls Road areas, 
which were festooned with black 
flags and shuttered shops amid the 
debris of rioting which followed 
Hughes' death. 


They were there to pay final 
homage to Hughes, a convicted 
murderer who had become, the- 
IRA's latest “hero martyr.” But 
afterfive hours, organizers ofthcln- 
tended procession moved among 
the crowds telling them to disperse. 


LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP). — The com- 
mander of a rebellious army unit in 
Cochabamba turned himself over to 
his superiors, the government said 
on Tuesday. His surrender ended a 
one-day coup attempt which saw a 
former president flee the country. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Emilio Lanza 
surrendered late Monday at the 
army headquarters in Cochabamba. 
217 kilometres southeast of La Paz, 
and was “at the disposition of the 
authorities," the government said. 

The army general staff said he 
would be "processed in accordance 
with the military penal code," but 
there was speculation he might go 
into exile. Lanza called for Presi- 
dent Luis Garcia Meza and other 
top military* leaders to resign on 
Monday. Garcia Meza's cabinet 
refused, and other military com- 
mands sided with the president, who 
had seized power in a coup in July. 

Former president Hugo Banzer 
flew to Argentina on Tuesday 
because of “lack of guarantees 
regarding his personal security." his 
wife said. A retired general who 
governed Bolivia from 1971 to 1978, 
Banzer had become increasingly 
critical of Garcia Meza's govern- 
ment.

French Premier Barre quits 


PA RIS . — President Valery G iscard 
d'Estaing yesterday accepted the 
resignation of Preniier Raymond 
Barre, but decided to hand the 
presidential office over to Socialist 
President-elect Francois Mitterrand 
only on May 24. officials said. 

The president plans to step down 
formally on May 24 because it will 
mark the seventh anniversary of the 
proclamation of his 1974 presiden- 
tial election by the constitutional 
council, officials said. Mitterrand's 
inauguration thus is likely to be held 
at the Elysee Palace on May 24, of- 
ficials added. 

G iscard ignored calls by various 
public figures and newspapers to 
step down as early as possible to 
shorten the transition period. He 
was conferring with Senate speaker 
Alain Poher, who would be the in- 
terim chief of state if G iscard 
resigned now. But officials said 
Giscard had no intention of handing 
the office over to Poher. 

At Giscard's request, Barre 


agreed to remain -interim cabinet 
chief, until Giscard's departure, of- 
ficials said. 

Socialist Party sources said Mit- 
terrand was growing impatient with 
Giscard's apparent lack of haste to 
vacate the Elysee Palace. They 
remarked that when the late Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle was 
defeated is a referendum in 1969, 
he quit minutes after the announce- 
ment of the ballot. 

Mitterrand's victory was good 
news for the- five condemned men 
on death row in French prisons — 
they will escape the blade of the- 
guiUotine. 

The “national razor," which has 
lopped off an estimated 4,600 heads 
since h was set up in what is now the 
Place de la Concorde during the 
French Revolution, may never be 
used again. - 

Mitterrand formally reaffirmed 
his opposition to the death penalty 
during the election campaign. (AP, 
UPI)

been arrested, bringing to six the

Wang Xi Zhi 
was arrested around April 20 in 
Canton, and Xu an Fung was ar- 
rested in Qingdao in mid-April, the 
sources said.

Fu Hsen Qi, a Shanghai factory 
worker and editor of the national 
journal Responsibility; Wang XiZhi, 
a worker who put out a newsletter 
in Canton; and Xuan Fung, editor 
of The Wave in Qingdao. 

The sources, who asked not to be 
identified, said He Qiu and Fu Hsen 
were arrested around April 15 in 
Peking. Fu also published the jour-

"editors of the April fifth Forum. The 
formal charges against the six were 
not known. 


Chinese authorities are especially 
outraged by the magazine Respon- 
sibility, published jointly in 
Shanghai by the editors of several 
unofficial journals. The journals are 
called “unofficial” because they 
have been denied publication per- 
mits. They now have been declared 
“illegal.” 


Death toll hits 120 in 
air raid on Iran prison 


TEHERAN (Reciter). ■ — The death 
toll in an Iraqi air raid on ah Iranian 
prison rose to 120 yesterday, and 
the authorities said that there would 
be a day of national mourning to- 
day. 

About 200 captured Iranian army 
troops. Revolutionary Guards and 
government officials were m the 
prison controlled by Kurdish rebels, 
in West Azerbaijan near the Iraqi 
border. 

The state radio said another 80 in- 
mates were wounded in the attack 
by Soviet-built Sukhoi jets and 


helicopter gunships last week. ■’ - 
' Meanwhile, an Islamic peace mis- 
sion led by President Zsaiir Rahman 
of Bangladesh arrived in Teheran 
yesterday to explore ways of ending, 
the Iran-Iraq war. 

It .was the second foreign -peace 
mission to visit the two warring 
capitals in three days. 

- A four-man mission of the “non- 
aligned” movement -arrived on 
Monday and on its departure for 
Baghdad described the results of its. 
visit here as “very fruitful and 
positive.” . 


Renewed clashes reported 


in south Afghan province 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP). — 
Western sources yesterday reported 
renewed fighting in the southern 
Afghanistan province of Kandahar 
where the government attempted a 
pacification operation last week. 

Quoting eyewitness travellers, 
these sources said there was hand- 
to-hand combat in the centre of 
Kandahar City between the guerril- 
las and Afghan and Soviet troops 
last week. 

“The rebels continue to resist the 
troops fiercely,” the eyewitnesses 
said. The combined Soviet-Afghan 
operation aimed at pacifying the 
city before the projected visit there 
by Soviet-iQStalted President 
Babrak Karmei. in late May. 


Several sources reported that H. 
Yatimi, the newly-appointed gover- 
nor of Kandahar Province, was am- 
bushed on May 6 in front of his 
house in Kabul even- before he had 
gone to the province to take up his 
new job. He died in a Kabul hospital 
on May 9, sources said. 

Western-sources quoting general- 
ly reliable sources said rebel groups 
last week attacked three convoys of 
vehicles carrying government 
workers home in Baghlan. northeast 
of Kabul; 

Survivors of one attack said three 
military officers were killed in that 
attack. One of the killed was named 
Rahmat, who was Karmel*s 
secretary, they. said. 


New York court quashed 
law banning kiddie pom’ 


ALBANY, New York (AP). — 
Dealers in pornographic films 
featuring children, “will be back” in 
New York now that a court has 
struck down a law to help 
authorities stamp out kiddie porn,” 
a state Assemblyman Howard 
Lasher, who sponsored the law, 
says. 

In a 5-2 derision oa Tuesday, the 
State Court of Appeals struck down 
portions of a 1977 law aimed at 
making t easier to prosecute people 
who exploit children by using them 
in sexually explicit films, books, 
photographs or other msteri&L 

The law was declared uncon- 


stitutional because it prohibited 
“the promotion of materials which 
are traditionally entitled to con- 
stitutional protection from 
governmental interference under 
the First Amendment,” the court 
ruled, referring to the constitutional 
amendment that protects freedom 
of the press. The court held the law 
could have applied to “alive perfor- 
mance of a Broadway play and a 
filmed report of New Guinea fer- 
tility rites.” 

The law made h a crime to 
promote a performance that 
“includes sexual conduct by a child 
less than 16 years of age.” 


House panel keeps curbs on 
aid to Angola and Argentina 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
House of Representatives Foreign 
Affairs Committee yesterday 
refused to lift a ban on aid to warr- 
ing factions in Angola, and attached 
conditions to lifting a ban on arms 
sales and aid to Argentina. 

The Reagan administration, in its 
1982 foreign aid bill, had requested 
repeal of both restrictions. 


Shostakovich’s son says defection was sudden 


BONN (UPI). — Maxim 
Shostakovich, son of the late Soviet 
composer Dimitri Shostakovich, 
who defected to the West last 
month, said in . an interview 
published yesterday the flight was 
unplanned but he had wanted to 
leave the Soviet Union for years. 

“1 wanted to get out of the Soviet 
Union for ages. Since ray 
childhood, in fact, since I under- 
stood my father’s fate,” 
Shostakovich told the West German 
magazine Stem. 

“I always thought, 1 must work in 
the West.” 

Stem said the interview with the 
43-year-old Soviet conductor was 
the first he had given since 
defecting while with the Soviet 
radio symphony or&hestra in 
Bavaria on April 11. Shostakovich 
and' his 19-year-old pianist son 
Dimitri, who fled with him, are now 
in New York. 

Shostakovich several times bitter- 
ly attacked the Soviet Union. “The 
individual anist is not allowed'to do 
anything at all,” Shostakovich said, 
pointing out that even his position 


did not allow him to inrite Western 
guest artists to Russia. 

• “You are led by the hand like a 
little child,” he said. “There’s some 
stupid functionary ordering you 
about, a man who knows as much 
about music as a cow about Sun- 
days." 

Shostakovich told Stern he 
originally planned his defection in 
London two weeks later. But & 
female harpist who defected from 
the orchestra earlier in the West 
German tour had jeopardized plans 
to travel on to England. 

“Then my mind was made up. 
Now or never," Shostakovich said. 

“I was watched (by Soviet 
Security). But we also had a lot of 
protection from the German police. 
I simply went up to the policeman 
standing next to me and talked to 
him." 

Shostakovich said he spoke 
broken German, but simply 
whispered “asylum" in German to 
the police officer. “He understood 
right away. Minutes later, 1 was 
already sitting in a car with my son 


and off we went to the police.” 
Asked about the. controversial 
memoirs of his father, published in 
the West in 1975 by Soviet journalist 
Salomon Volkov, Shostakovich 
reiterated his view that die con- 
troversial book, which was severely 
critical of the Soviet Union, was not 
written by his father. “It’s more a 
book, about my father than by my 
father,” he said. .* 


But he added his father was 
"never a convinced Communist.. At 
the bottom of his heart, he despised 
the system.” 


The actions were taken as the 
committee neared completion of a 
S6.02 billion foreign aid bill. The 
measure now goes to the House 
floor where attempts to reverse the 
committee votes on Angola and 
Argentina are expected.

Congressman Howard Wolpe, 
chairman- of the African affairs sub- 
committee, said repeal would in- 
crease reliance of. Angola's Marxist 
government on the 20,000 Cuban 
troops in the. country and would 
harm efforts for a, solution to the 
problem of neighbouring Namibia. 

The cominhtee voted last week to 
lift the ban on arms sales and aid to 
Argentina, imposed in 1978 because 
of human rights violations there. 
But it decided there must first he a 
presidential report certifying that 
Argentina had made progress on 
human rights.

Lord Sieff said, “It 
is a misunderstanding common to 
journalists, economists and politi- 
cians to think that industry can be 
based mainly on sophisticated 
products. They seem to forget that 
what is needed to build up industry 
and a country's exports is to ensure 
the high standard of the com- 
monplace commodities." , 

He singled out Dov Lautman of 
Delta for special mention, for hav- 
ing in five years built up one of the 
biggest men's underwear manufac- 
turers in Europe. 


"He makes a first-class product, 
and has remarkable working condi- 
tions for his staff of 1,100. It's 
impressive to see Jews, Christian 
Arabs, Moslem Arabs, Circassians 
and Druse working side by side... 
The staff dining hail has to be seen 
to be believed." 

Sieff also spoke highly of Potgat 
industries, terming them “an out- 
standing operation by any stan- 
dards. It is an industrial empire 
which produces high-quality 
goods." 


POLGAT’S GOOD labour relations 
led .him to one of his favourite 
themes: 

“Good human relations in in- 
dustry are not quite the same thing 
as industrial relations, which focus 
on wage agreements. They're really 
to do with workers welfare and their 
decent working conditions." 

He proceeded to dwell on the 
famous working conditions at 
Marks and Spencer, which has none 
of the labour problems so 
widespread in Britain today. One ex- 
ample of 'the excellent 
management-worker relations, he 
reported proudly was that during 
the recent riots in Brixton. the staff 
of the local branch rushed there 
during the night to prevent any 
damage to the premises or looting. 


That was why he had agreed to 
become pat run of the "Beautiful In- 
dustry" contest ’ launched by the 
Council for a Beautiful Israel, and 
he had been pleased to attend its se- 
cond prize-giving ceremony. 

He had special praise for council 
chairman Aura Herzog and For 
Esther Rubin, the driving force 
behind the campaign.

Emphasis shifted from producing more to getting more 

How U.S. lost industrial leadership

TEL AVIV. — Bad management, 
coupled with an erroneous belief in 
a "risk-free” society, cost the U.S. 
its position as the world's leading 
technological and industrial nation. 

This is stated by Richard D. Sim- 
mons. vice-chairman and director 
of the Dun & Bradstreet Corpora- 
tion. an international company 
providing the facts and figures used 
by many of the Western world's 
business communities. The firm’s 
operating revenue in 1980 was 
Sl,t?6irt.. with a net income of 
S102m. 

Simmons, who w-as here on a brief 
visit recently together with Robert 
S. Diamond, senior rice-president 
of corporate communications at D 
& B, to examine the local operation 
("excellent growth"), also believes 
that the two main factors plaguing 
America today will soon be over- 
come. 

Exactly what went wrong in the 
U.S.? According to Simmons, the 
country began losing its role as the 
world's technological leader during 
the 1960s and 1970s. "Then the feel- 
ing became prevalent that it was 
possible to solve ail problems by 
creating a society in which 
everybody was protected from 
poverty. The emphasis shifted from 
producing more and better things, 
to seeing that the lower strata of 
society got a bigger share of the 
cake. Once they got this share, they 
would be able to take up their right- 
ful place as a productive element in 
society, was the "thinking." 


But. he says, it has now become 
apparent that all the monies fun- 
nelled into such projects failed to 
achieve their objectives. The end 
result was “a sense of frustration,” 
and this sense began to pervade 
other areas. 

The feeling now is that the U.S. 
wants a more competitive society, 
with government interference kept 
down to a minimum. This feeling 
led to the election of Ronald 
Reagan as president. 

Management failed, Simmons 
believes, on several fronts. It failed 
to provide the proper incentives to 
workers, so they would feel 
ashamed to turn out shoddy 
products; it failed to persuade the 
government to provide adequate 
conditions for industry to grow; and 
it failed to notice that competition 
■was growing fast and strong outside 
the U.S. 

"Japan stole the march on us in 
advanced technology and produc- 
tion methods; West Germany also 
had outstanding production 
methods; and France went heart 
and soul into the field of co'm- 
puters." Each of these three 
countries took part of the 
leadership from the U.S. 

An example of the result was 
what happened to the automobile 
industry. Japan invaded the 
American market with huge suc- 
cess. 

“We can catch up and even 
reverse the trend,” Simmons says, 
"if we can persuade America to 
take several steps. First, to see that 
our industries, which must retool to 
meet the invasion threat of" foreign 


products, have much faster 
depreciation tax benefits; second, if 
the confusing jungle of environmen- 
tal laws is changed, there is a feeling 
now’ that providing work for 
Americans is more important than 
saving the caribou in Alaska. The 
third factor is to encourage 
American businessmen to take 
more risks and thus break out of the 
present mould of a risk-free society. 
Finally, we have to see to it that 
American products and foreign 
products compete on equal 
grounds.” 

What does Simmons think of the 
industrial future of Israel? This is his 
first visit here, but on the other 
hand he has followed the scene here 
very closely from abroad. 

"Israel's ability to attract large- 
scale foreign investments depends 
on political stability; not only within 
Israel, for you have that, but within 
the entire Middle East.” 

When this day comes, Israel can 
attract foreign capital to develop 
those areas which have already 
shown considerable promise: com- 
puters and aeronautics. "Strangely 
enough,” he notes, “your industrial 
strength lies in those areas which 
are in some way an offshoot of your 
military developments; when peace 
comes, you might lose your advan- 
tages.” 

And Israel can also provide “ex- 
perts in the field of living with inila- 
tion. No other country has 
developed such experts to such a 
degree, and inflation is becoming a 
way of life in the Western world, 
and these countries need outside ex- 
pertise.” 


KLM cuts flights here

BEN-GURiON AIRPORT. — 
KLM yesterday cancelled one of its 
flights here and transferred its 
passengers to Olympic .Airways 
because of a dispute with El A1 and 
the Ministry of Transport. 

It thus complied with the govern- 
ment's order that it reduce the num- 
ber of its flights from five a week 
(one of them on a Jumbo) to four a 
week on the smaller DC-S-63. 

An announcement it issued in 
Amsterdam said the decision was 
taken following consultations with 
the Netherlands Department of 
Civil Aviation. The Dutch govern- 
ment is»'‘opposing the legality” of, 
Israel's decision to reduce ihc'nunK 
ber of KLM flights. However, it- 
reared Israel would not let 
passengers off the plane or force the 
plane to return empty, unless KLM 
complied with the directives, the 
airline added. 

KLM therefore cancelled Wed-, 
nesday's flights here and conse- 


quently Thursday's departures. 

Earlier the airline also cancelled 
Friday's flight — but for one time 
only. It thus compensated for last 
Friday's unauthorized additional 
flight here. 

The reduced schedule will remain 
in effect at least for a fortnight, 
when a Dutch delegation arrives for 
talks. 

Israel cut the number of KLM 
flights to force the airline to stop 
undercutting El Al, especially in the 
U.S. Officials accused it of selling 
tickets below the mandatory IATA 
rates, and complained that' 42 per 
cent of the passengers KLM flies 
here come from the U.S., while the 
agreement provided for a maximum 
of 20 per cent. 

Meanwhile the Transport 
Ministry dropped plans to charge 
KLM with a violation of the terms 
of its operators licence by operating 
last Friday’s flight. The plan was 
dropped because KLM is operating 
only three flights here this week, an 
official said. 


InterPharm issue succeeds in U.S.

InterPharm 
Laboratories has just completed its 
first financial offering on the 
American over-the-counter market. 
Located in the Kiryat Weizraann 
science-based industrial park; the 
company is active in the develop- 
ment of biological and diagnostic 
products for the health care 

industry. 

The public issue consisted of one 
million shares, which came out on 
Tuesday at S6.25. Rooney, Pace, the 
underwriters for the issue, announ- 
ced that they used their option to 
purchase the maximum 100,000 ad- 
ditional shares so as to cover over- 


allotments. This brought the total 
amount of shares floated to I.l 
million. 

On the first day of the issue the 
shares traded at a premium of about 
S2 over the issue price. 

The proceeds of the issue will be 
used for the development of existing 
and new products, and the building 
of additional production facilities. 

A company spokesman told The 
Post that InterPharm has begun to 
make shipments of human growth 
hormone, which it extracts from 
human pituitary glands. The hor- 
mone is the basis of specialized 
pharmaceuticals used by pediatri- 
cians to treat children with growth 
problems. 


Consumer prices 
in Europe rose 
10.8% last year 

PARIS (Reuter). — Consumer 
prices in the 24 countries of the 
Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
.(OECD) rose 0.9 per cent in March, 
the same as in February, the OECD 
said this week. 

Over the past year prices in- 
creased 10.8 per cent, compared 
with 11.2 per cent to the end of 
February. 

The increase in energy prices, 
which was particularly sharp .in 
February, slowed in March as the 
effects of oil price decontrol in the 
U.S. and of a sharp rise in the dollar 
early in the year wore jofT, pie 
OECD added. 

State guarantees for ' 
West Bank loans 

Government guarantees for com- 
mercial bank loans to residents of 
the administered territories were 
approved Tuesday by the Knesset 
Finance Committee. 

A maximum of IS40m. will be al- 
located for the guarantees, which 
are aimed at reducing dependence 
on financial aid from hostile ele- 
ments abroad. The military govern- 
ment had pointed out that the PLO 
bad acquired political and 
economic influence in the ter- 
ritories through the assistance it had 
given. Last year that aid was right 
times greater than that provided by 
the government. 

The guarantees will cover the en- 
tire amount of loans which go un- 
paid for political reasons, and up to 
90 per cent of those unpaid for 
financial reasons. But they will ohly 
cover up to a maximum of SO per 
cent of the combined total of the 
latter.

New law restricts freedom of bank 
employees to play the stock market 


Post Knesset Reporter 
The Knesset on Tuesday passed 
the second and third readings of the 
amendment to the Securities Law 
that imposes restrictions in playing 
the market on people working for 
banks, the stock exchange, and 
companies whose shares are traded 
on the exchange. 

The principle behind the law is 
that such persons should not be per- 
mitted to benefit from information 
they learn in the course of their 
duties, and which is not known to 
the general public. 

Under the new law, bank and 
stock exchange employees and their 
families wilU be permitted to buy or 
sell securities only by a written 
order transmitted by the employee 


at least one day before the transac- 
tion is to be carried out. 

They will be required to hold 
their securities in a tank account in 
their own name. And they will be 
required to cany on all their stock 
exchange dealings in a single ac- 
count 

Securities advisers will be permit- 
ted .to trade in securities for 
themselves only in the bank and the 
branch in which they work. 

Special restrictions will apply to 
senior officials of companies whose 
shares are traded on the exchange. 
If they sell their own shares within 
three . months of the date they 
bought them, the burden of proof 
that they did not act on inside infor- 
mation will be on them. 


FIBI had IS34m. first-quarter profit 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — FIBI (whose main 
holding is the First International 
Bank) has decided to publish quar- 
terly financial statements. In its first 
such statement, which was released 
earlier this week, the group noted 
that its net profit (unaudited) was 
IS34m. for the quarter ending 
March 3. 1981, as compared to 
IS89m. for the entire year (four 
quarters) of 1980. 

The group's balance sheet stood 
at IS 13,476m. on March 31. 1981. 
compared to IS1 1,11 1m. on Decem- 
ber 31, 1980. 

The group also decided to pay an 
8 per cent cash dividend on account 
of the first quarter of 1981, as well 
as a 20 per cent bonus dividend, and 


also to issue "rights” at the ratio of 
one right to each seven shares now 
being held. 

During all of 1979, FIBI granted 
122 per cent in bonus shares and 23 
per cent cash dividends; during 
1980. bonus shares in the amount of 
137.4 per cent and a cash dividend 
of 33.3 per cent, and as noted, for 
the first quarter of 1981 , 20 per cent 
in bonus shares, 8 per cent in cash, 
plus a rights issue of one to seven.

“Pillar Paz” and “Euro Pa*” 
Buying and Selling rates 
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New owners, of Rassco 
won’t fire any workers

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — None of Rassco’s 
workers will be fired as a result of 
the acquisition earlier this week 
from the Jewish Agency of this con- 
struction company by M.B.A.. 
Avraham Ne'eman, one of the 
partners in M.B.A., said yesterday. 

The refusal of the Rubinstein 
group to promise the continued 
employment of all of Rassco's 1,100 
permanent and its approximately 
1,000 temporary workers earned the 
workers to thwart the efforts of the 
Rubinstein group to buy Rassco. 

which stands for 
Metahnei uBonei A rim, or Cities 
Planning and Building, was set up 
two years agol Its five partners are 
Ya'acov Meridor, Captain Mila 
Brenner, Dr. Jacob Dam. 
Mordechai Tager and Avraham 
(and his wife, Aviva) Ne'eman. 


Ne'eman said 1 that Rassco was the 
second major acquisition of M.B.A. 
A few months ago M.B.A. bought 
the Mabat company, which 
specializes in industrialized con- 
struction. At the time Mabat was a 
subsidiary of Rassco. 

Mabat has two plants, one in 
Holon and the other in Sderot, 
Ne’eman- said. “We plan to con- 
tinue running the Holon plant in its 
present format, but we intend to 
change the work set-up at the 
Sderot plant, so that it will be able 
to build flats according to the Sigma 
System." 

M.B.A. last year signed an agree- 
ment with the government to build 


5,000 housing units within five 
years, with the five-year period 
starting early in 1982. The know- 
how for building industrialized flats 
was acquired from the C.D.F. com- 
pany of France. 

“Since we intend to become the 
biggest home builder in Israel, we 
also acquired Rassco," Ne'eman 
said. 

M.B.A. paid $9.Sm. for Rassco. 
Of this, S8.3m. has to be paid within 
three months, and the remaining 
5I.5m. will be paid, with interesl, 
within four years. Ne'eman con- 
firmed that the present head of Ras- 
sco. Nissim Baruch, will continue to 
run the company. 

Ne’eman also stated thaL a 
"South African group of investors, 
whose representative is Rabbi 
Norman Bernard of Johannesburg, 
was considering buying up 50 per 
cent of the equity in M.B.A.” 
.However, he refused to slate who 
were the members of the South 
African group, other than “there 
are more than five persons, and 
several are non-Jews." Moreover, 
the South African group had 
received approval in principle from 
the South African authorities to 
transfer to Israel "a sum in the 
neighbourhood of S35m. for the 
purchase of half of M.B.A. as well 
as other investments.” 

The exact field of these invest- 
ments has not yet been decided, but 
Ne'eman notes that the South 
Africans have shown a keen interest 
in two main fields, tourism (perhaps 
a hotel or a travel agency) 'and 
banking.

IT HAS LONG been obvious that the NR P's takeover by its hawkish 
Young Guard was only a mutter of time: first, because the future 
belongs to the youth, and secondly, because the parly as a whole has 
grow n more hawkish of late, but especially during the coalition years 
with the Likud. 

Now the palace revolution has taken place, democratically 10 be 
sure, and without any loss of membership so far. But as of this week 
the NRP's true leader is no longer the veteran Yosef Burg, the 
minister of interior and police, who heads the Lamifne faction, bqt 
the Young Guard's Ze\ uiun Hammer, the minister for education and 
culture. Dr. Burg will still occupy the first slot on the NRP's list of 
Knesset candidates, but this is a mere formality. 

The victory that crowned Mr. Hammer leader was technically over 
the mailer of placing Rabbi Haim Druckman's supporters on the list. 
That problem remains to be solved, so that Haim Druckman. a 
spiritual father of Gush Emunim. will be dissuaded from bolting to 
set up his own shop. Nevertheless, the treatment of Druckman 
became a touchstone of political direct ion and a test of political wills 
within the party. 

Exasperated with Rabbi Druckman's increasing appetite for 
power. Dr. Burg was finally willing to dump him: but Mr. Hammer 
insisted on keeping him at almost any price. Mr. Hammer won, and 
thereby has effected a decisive change in the NRP's entire character. 

The National Religious Party is no ionger the party of religious 
Zionists sympathetic to Labour in their social and economic views 
and moderate in their Foreign policy orientation. Today it is rather 
the religious appendage of the Likud. It is virtually inconceivable 
that this NRP would align itself with even a victorious Labour Align- 
ment after the June 30 election. 

This would seem to leave many of the NRP's "Old Guard" in 
something of a predicament us they search for a political house they 
can call a home. 

Another Begin victim 

MR. BEGIN’S latest European victim is the Dutch foreign minister. 
Christoph van der Klaauw. here on a fact-finding mission as the 
current chairman of the European Community's Council of 
Ministers. 

Although he represents the country that is perhaps still the frien- 
dliest to Israel in Europe. Mr. van der Klaauw met with Yasser Arafat 
before coming to Jerusalem. Hosting him on Tuesday Mr. Begin 
would not just deplore this, and explain why. He also told Mr. van 
der Klaauw in no uncertain terms — and then made sure that 
everyone knew he had told him — that his guest “shook the hand of a 
man covered with the blood of Israeli children.” 

True, the exuberant Mr. Begin has not lost all contact with reality, 
at least not yet. He is still careful not to criticize Rumania’s Nicolae 
Ceausescu for similarly shaking Yasser Arafat's blood-soaked hand, 
nor Anwar Sadat for seeking to collaborate with the Germans in 
World War IJ. nor Margaret Thatcher for offering to sell the Saudis 
ail the arms that Britain has got with no strings attached. He is even 
willing, by his silence on the subject, to clear Ronald Reagan of any 
complicity in the AWACS deal. 

In the circumstances, however, these dubious concessions to com- 
mon sense only add a touch of hypocrisy to the premier's sordid 
overall performance. 

If Mr. Begin's fiery posturing has not so far elicited the world-wide 
response that might be expected, it is not because his policies and 
performance have gained any wide acceptance. It is not even so 
much because the memory of the Holocaust will, as some Israelis 
may believe, excuse the worst Israeli excesses. 

Rather it is because Mr. Begin's act is taken for what it is — and 
because abroad he is not expected to last very long at his post. The 
margin of safety this leaves for Israel is narrow enough to be 
positively alarming.

IMAGINE THE QUEUE at the 
petrol pump on that final, day! —

Young drama students from Tibet 
are giving the first performances of 
Shakespeare's Romeo and Juliet in 
the Tibetan language, China’s of- 
ficial Xinhua news agency reports. 

The Tibetans, in their 20s. are 
among 30 about to be graduated 
after four years' training at the 
Shanghai Theatrical Institute* 
Xinhua added. 

' In the audience of 600 for one 
performance at the Institute recent- 
ly was Sir Kenneth Cork, former 
lord mayor of London and general 
manager of' the British Royal 
Shakespeare Theatre, Xinhua said. 

It said Sir Kenneth commented, 
“The performance was very good. 
They are the youngest actors and 
actresses to play in Romeo and Juliet 
that I have ever seen abroad. They 
played with rich emotions and feel- 
ings so that the atmosphere of the 
tragedy prevailed.” 


EAST GERMAN leader Erich 
Honecker recently praised his 
country's cloak-and-dagger com- 
munity as "heroic fighters on the in- 
visible front" on annual "Spy Day." 

The East German Ministry for 
State Security, modelled after the 
Soviet KGB, was celebrating its 31st 
anniversary — the only day in the 
year when quiet agents partly come 
out of the closet. 

Honecker praised the ministry 
agents, known in East Germany as 
Stasi, after the German abbrevia- 
tion for State Security, for their ef- 
fort to secure the country's 
“revolutionary development" 

The Communist Party and 
government head said on the spies 
rested "high political and operative 
demands In safeguarding state 
security and smashing subversive 
enemy machinations,'’ state- 
controlled newspapers said. 

Several top security officials — 
whose names were withheld — got 
high state honours on Spy Day, the 
newspaper said.

THE REAGAN administration's 
controversial decision to sell 
AWACS surveillance aircraft and 
other advanced weaponry to Saudi 
Arabia was strongly defended by 
Under-Secretary of Defence Fred 
Ikli, the Number Three man at the 
Pentagon. 

Ikle. during an intervie w in his 
spacious office overlooking the 
Potomac River, insisted that the 
sale should be seen as part of the ad- 
ministration's new Middle East 
regional approach designed to 
thwart more Soviet inroads. 

But like other senior U.S. of- 
ficials, Ikle could not come up with 
any recent indications from the 
Saudis that they, too, viewed the 
sale in this broader frame. Indeed, 
Reagan officials, including Assis- 
tant Secretary of State for Near 
Eastern and South Asian Affairs 
Nicholas Veliotes, have 
acknowledged, under questioning, 
that the U.S. did not even seek any 
Saudi quid pro quo in exchange for 
the AWACS and the other items 
designed to enhance the offensive 
punch of Saudi F-15 fighter- 
bombers. 

A Swiss -bom, naturalized U.S. 
citizen who served as director of the 
Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency during the Ford administra- 
tion, the under-secretary was clearly 
a good soldier in defending the sale 
during our interview. The Pen- 
tagon’s spokesman. Ambassador 
Henry Cattp, attended and 
recorded the session. 

BUT IKLE, who during last year's 
presidential campaign promised 
many Jewish audiences a shift from 
Carter's attitude towards the 
Saudis, did appear somewhat un- ( 
comfortable.

When I was Abbot of 
the Dormition Abbey and thus also 
in charge of the Tabgha Monastery 
near Tiberias, we were once looking 
for a shepherd for our cattle herd in 
Tabgha. We thought a young Be- 
duin of our acquaintance might be 
the right man for that job. So we 
picked him up in our car and drove 
to Tabgha. We lodged the young 
man in a nice, comfortable room in 
our own buildings. The next morn- 
ing the young man had disappeared. 
Finally we found out that, in that 
very night, he had walked on foot 
the many miles back to his tent 
"without table, chairs or bed,” for 
the simple reason that he was utter- 
ly homesick for it.

IKLE IS by no means the only of- 
ficial who may feel uncomfortable 
with the AY/ACS sale and the 
Carter-like, business-as-usual at- 
titude towards Saudi Arabia 
adopted by the administration. The 
AWACS decision was successfully 
ramrodded down the throats of the 
administration by Weinberger and 
Gen. David Jones, Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. They were 
clearly out in front of even 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
and National Security Adviser 
Richard Alien on this issue. 

Among many second-level ad- 
visers at the White House, the State 
Department and the Pentagon, and 
in the Intelligence community, the 
decision was also greeted with a 
great deal of scepticism — if not 
downright opposition. 

And precisely because there is so 
much . opposition - within the ad- 
ministration itself, the entire 
package will face an especially stiff 
challenge once the matter is formal- 
ly taken up by the Senate and the 
House of Representatives, probably 
later this summer or in the early fail. 
Damaging leaks from disgruntled 
administration officials to key con- 
gressional staffers and the' news 
media — a Washington tradition — - 
can be expected to be fast and 
heavy. 


Congress can 
biock major arms sales by approv- 
ing resolutions of disapproval in, 
both houses. That has never hap-

negotiations to conclude a deal with
